Willkie Says 


He’ll Sue To 
Obtain Doctors 


INDIANAPOLIS

Philip Willkie of Rushville be­ 
lieves court action may be ne­ 
cessary to bring 250 German 
doctors to southern Indiana. 
Willkie, president of Southern 
Indiana Inc., says he will sue 
the state if it does not agree to 
give medical examinations in 
Germany 
to 
physicians 
who 
want to practice in Indiana. 
Addressing civic leaders from 
small towns in southern Indiana 
Monday, Willkie noted a law 
passed by the legislature this 
year which allows the state 
medical board to waive regular 
licensing procedures 
“in cer­ 
tain e x c e p t i o n a l circum­ 
stances.” 
The law provides that special 
exams could be given a physi­ 
cian licensed to practice in an­ 
other country. He would be al­ 
lowed to practice in Indiana for 
two years while completing a 
special orientation course. 
Dr. Merritt Alcorn, chairman 
of the State Board of Medical 
Registration and Examination, 
said he is willing to waive pro­ 
cedures for incoming foreign 
doctors but only where he is 
convinced there is enough sup­ 
port mong community leaders 
and county medical societies. 
Approximately a dozen Rush­ 
ville persons attended the meet­ 
ing in the inter-church center in 
Indianapolis. Mr. Willkie called 
upon several of the representa­ 
tives to outline the doctor situa­ 
tion as it relates to Rush Coun­ 
ty.

visible under the buses, along 
with bits of wire. 
Officers said entry was made 
to the lot by cutting a hole in 
the chain link fence and ex­ 
plosives charges were planted 
under or between the buses.

under individual 
vehicles, while the others were 
placed between buses. 
Lt. John DePauw of the Pon­ 
tiac police said officers were 
unsure of the type of explosive 
used, but that it wouldn’t take 
an expert to plant them. 
Describing the explosions, a 
resident of the 
neighborhood 
said she heard “ a loud boom, 
and then there were flames-- 
the buses, everything around.

jperates a scavenger service 
or household waste, together 
with Mr. Caldwell, gave the 
commissioners an estimate of 
ipproximately $300 per month 
[or the entire county. This would 
nclude 15 pick-up stations, with 
service twice a week. 
Mr. Gooding pointed out the 
service would be for household 
waste only, with such items as 


wire fence, junk, tree limbs, 
etc., 
excluded. 
These

would be accepted at the Morris­ 
town land fill, but would not be 
transported there by the scav­ 
enger service. 
An easement was signed with 
General Telephone Company for 
burial of cable on county road

Because of the Rocky Moun­ 
tains, which block off moder­ 
ating air from the Pacific Oce­ 
an, the American Midwest is 
the world’s worst area for tor­ 
nadoes.

SAIGON (AP) — The number 
of North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong attacks fell off sharply to­ 
day, but three Americans were 
killed and nine wounded in am­ 
bushes south of Da Nang.

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WHAT THEY WANTED 
A few weeks before the President im­ 
posed a freeze on wages and prices, labor 
leaders were asking for it. They even 
recommended it voluntarily. Perhaps 
they didn’t really want a freeze on wages, 
but just one on prices, which would rep­ 
resent an interesting exercise in econom­ 
ic prestidigitation. 
What the unions object to is that the 
President didn’t impose any ceiling on 
the amount of profit a business can 
make, prov:ded it makes it under the 
price freeze level. 
Apparently, the unions don’t want a 
business to benefit if it achieves a more 
efficient way of making something, or 
increases its sales by appealing to the 
public at the frozen price levels or does 
anything to keep it in business. 
Of course, the absurdity of their posi­ 
tion should be obvious, since if the em­ 
ployers can’t make any profits, they 
won’t be able to buy machines or pro­ 
mote their businesses or do anything to 
put themselves in a position to pay the 
high wages the union bosses say they 
favor. 
Actually, what the unions apparently 
want is for everybody but themselves to 
suffer; and they would end up them­ 
selves suffering because they would 
destroy the economic base of the country 
which rests on capital equipment and or­ 
ganizational know how and manufactur­ 
ing and service techniques. 
Some of the specious, if not downright 
childish criticism, as an example from 
the United Auto Workers president, 
Leonard Woodcock. He complains that he 
doesn’t know of any law that permits 
the government to say that a corporation 
“shall not pay money to its workers but 
instead put it into its own coffers.” 
This makes it sound as if there is a 
big pile of money from which both labor 
and management draw their share and 
that now management is taking both 
shares. 
But wages are paid out of income, 
which is earned from the sale of pro­ 
ducts. If a lid has been put oh labor’s 
wages, so has a lid been put on what 
business can charge for its products. 
If the auto workers, for example, must 
forego a scheduled pay increase, the 
automakers have already been forced to 
rescind! scheduled price increases for 
1972 cars, The same is true of an an­ 
nounced 8 per cent increase in steel 
prices. 
If repeal of the 7 per cent excise tax 
stimulates auto sales, that will surely 
swell company profits. But it will also 
assure steady work for the men who 
make the cars. 
An increase in car prices, however, 
while it would have helped finance high­ 
er labor costs, would only have stimulat­ 
ed the inflation the administration’s 
controls are intended to combat and in 
the long run would have nullified the 
workingman’s gain from higher pay^

3 Americans 
Die In Ambush 


SAIGON (AP) — The number 
of North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong attacks fell off sharply to­ 
day. but three Americans were 
killed and nine wounded in am­ 
bushes south of Da Nang. 
The South* Vietnamese Com­ 
mand reported 14 enemy at­ 
tacks on its forces during the 
24-hour period ending at 6 a.m. 
today. It said casualties were 
light. 
This was less than a third of 
the 45 incidents reported during 
the previous 24-hour period and 
the 51 incidents reported in the 
24 hours before that, a “high 
point” of enemy activity during 
the legislative elections Sunday. 
The two ambushes south of 
Da Nang were the fourth and 
fifth in the past five days 
against armored patrols of the 
Americal Division in that re­ 
gion.

that kind of illness, you have a 
deep feeling about it. You have 
to believe someday he will be 
well enough to take care of him­ 
self.” 
The words are those of a 
mother whose son is now in the 
Rehabilitation Institute of Chica­ 
go, after having updergone two 
major surgical operations 
in 
which brain tumors were remov­ 
ed. To Mrs. Forrest Meyers, 
Loogootee, the present situation 
with her son, Stanley, is so 
much better than it was, it 
seems bright. 
But to many the situation 
would seem gloomy. Thirty-one- 
year old Stanley Meyer has 
spent the past two years in in­ 
tensive care units at the In­ 
dianapolis Methodist and Com­ 
munity hospitals and is bed­ 
fast. Total medical expenses 
have risen to about $200,000 and 
are still going up. All insurance 
has been exhausted and the 
has been exhausted and the 
financial resources of the family 
has been* drained. 
Mrs. Meyers talked during a 
telephone interview, in between 
keeping a watchful eye on her 
three grandchildren, the chil­ 
dren of Mr. and Mrs. Stanley 
Meyers of Indianapolis. They 
are Debbie, 7, Steven, 3 and 
Kelley, 2. 
Grandmother is looking out 
for the children while their 
mother is in Chicago with her 
husband. “He has always been 
enthused about helping people” 
the mother said of her son. “He 
was in the Air Force from 
1959 to 1965 as a medical aide. 
He was on three trips when his 
ship went to pick up the astro­ 
nauts. And he assisted a doc­ 
tor in brain surgery.” 
The first thing that the moth­ 
er moticed about her son’s ap­ 
proaching illness was his fre­ 


quent trips to the medicine cabi­ 
net to get some aspirin for a 
headache, “why does a young 
person like you have so many 
headaches?” she would ask. Her 
son often answered: “I think 
it is tension.” 
But an Indianapolis neurolo­ 
gist discovered that not tension, 
but tumors on the brain stem 
were the cause of the disabling 
ailment that hit her son. By 
that time, Stanley had married 
a girl he met in Harrisburg, 
Pa., and they had settled in 
Indianapolis, where he worked 
in a nursing home and later 
for a retail credit company. 
Although her son is a military 
veteran, the mother said that the 
Veterans Administration was un­ 
able to provide the surgery need­ 
ed. “They will take care of him 
but that’s not the answer,” she 
said. “He wants to be able to 
take care of himself.” 
Mrs. Meyers is convinced that 
her son will achieve this goal 
again. In the meantime, Loo­ 
gootee Mayor Wallace Borders 
and the Rev. Marion King, of 
the Loogootee United Methodist 
Church, have established a re­ 
habilitation fund for Meyers at 
the Loogootee Union Bank. 
Borders said people now walk 
up to him on the street and 
hand him money for the fund. 
This is a small community 
but we are interested in help­ 
ing Stanley,” the mayor said. 
“His father has a welding, or 
farm repair shop. They spent 
about everything they had and 
he did too.” 
Borders said the bank has a 
register on the wall to show the 
progress of the fund which stood 
at $1,500 this week.

the views of the others inter­ 
viewed. 
“It’s not just Washington, the 
rest of the hotels in the country 
are having the same problem,” 
said Leonard Hickman, execu­ 
tive vice president of the Hotel 
Association of the District of 
Columbia. “People come here, 
but maybe they just stay a day 
or two rather than a week.” 
The number of people filling 
hotel 
and 
motel 
accom­ 
modations is considered one of 
the best barometers of the tou- 
ist and convention business. 
As of Aug. I, Hickman said, 
business was down 8.1 per cent 
from last year. 
He said, however, part of the 
drop may be because of a num­ 
ber of motels that have sprung 
up in suburban Maryland and 
Virginia that are not included 
in his count. 
Another major measure of 
the number of tourists is the 
bus 
tours. 
The biggest 
line 
here, Gray’s Sightseeing Tours, 
estimates business is about IO 
per cent below 1970.

state and federal governments 
and other sources. 
School 
districts

little 
taxable property wealth can’t 
raise enough money to match 
the education provided in rich­ 
er districts, the 
court said, 
even with a high tax rate and 
state aid. 
Local property taxes have ri­ 


sen nearly $3 billion in Califor­ 
nia this year. 
The court said the right to a 
good eucation is fundamental 
and “cannot be conditioned on 
wealth . . . We have concluded, 
therefore, that such a system 
cannot withstand consitutional 
challenge and must fall before 
the equal protection clause ’ of 
the 14th Amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution.
